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Madison seeks new 
mining proposals | 


Previous attempt found no bidders

At least one Company, has expressed interest 
in mining sand and gravel on property owned 
by the city of Madison. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, the City Council 
approved seeking new bid proposals on mining 
operations on the ‘‘North Borrow” property 
north of the Milam Landfill. Proposals will be 
opened at Span Dec. 14. 

The .city had previously sought a developer 
for the Project, but none had applied. At the 
time, consultant Glenn O’Bryan said the city’s 
minimum royalty requirement may have been 
set too high. 

In the newest proposals, no minimum bid 
had been set. 

As part of his agreement with the city, 
O’Bryan prepared requests for proposals to 
develop the property and will oversee any min- 
ing. operations. 

he city has been considering the plan for 
approximately two years. The land, a 119-acre 
parcel known as the North Borrow property 
north of the landfill, was originally given to the 


city by Waste Management Inc. 


The city and the company recently reached 
an agreement allowing the company to take 
sand, gravel and dirt out of the property for 
use at the two landfills, but city officials said it 
may be more cost-effective for them to buy the 
materials from another company. 

The council had approved a contract with 
oO’Bryan in early August, but there were no 
responses to their request to submit proposals. 


Under the original agreement, the mining 
agreement would run for 20 years. During that 
time, the company winning the contract would 
pay the city a minimum of $25,000 in royalties 
per year. 


Those royalties would be based on a payment 
of 31 cents per ton or 7 percent of the gross 
sales of minerals from the property. O’Bryan’s 
payment would be 13 cents per ton or 3 percent 
of the gross sales. 


When the mining operation is completed, the 
Property would revert back to city use.

For the first time in 27 years, a Metro

Dennis King, who scored the lone goal 
of the game off a 20-yard restart, did not 
realize the Metro ast’s soccer domi- 
nance.

‘“‘At first, everybody said they are a 
fifth seed and we are a No. 2, we should 
have an advantage,”’ King said. ‘‘Then we 
did some background on them and we 
said, ‘OK, they have been to state a lot 
and'they are very good team and a St 
Louis powerhouse.”

THE LAW AND YOU

How important is it to give a complete medical 
history on a life insurance application? Must the 
applicant list every doctor ever visited as well as 
every haspitalization? This question was answered in 
a recent case decided by an Illinois Appellate Court 

In this case, a woman sued the Prudential Life 
Insurance Company for its failure to payyher the 
$100,000 in proceeds under $100,000 in proceeds 
under a life insurance policy when her husband died 
Prudential filed a counterclaim and sought to cancel 
the policy based on the assertion that her deceased 
husband made a misrepresentation in the original 
application. 

The facts of this case are that the decedent filled 
out an application for life insurance with Prudential in 
May of 1985. He underwent a required medical exam. 

egistered nurse asked the applicant questions 
about his medical history, and the nurse wrote the 

n the application. 

to the question regarding 

hospitalization, the nurse wrote that the decedent 
was hospitalized in 1965 for stomach ulcers. 
However, the applicant was also hospitalized three 
times for major depressive disorders, but he failed to 
mention this to the examining nurse. At the bottom of 
the application was a statement that indicated, “lI 





declare that, to the best of my knowledge and belief, 
the above statements are complete and true.” Below 
this statement appeared the decede ignature. 

When the applicant died, Prudential refused to 
pay the $100,000 in death benefits. The trial Court 
found that the decedent misrepresented on the 
application by failing to disclose the three 
hospitalizations for nervous disorders, and that this 
misrepresentation was “material to the risk.” The 
Court found that Prudential would have likely 
rejected the application originally had it known 
about the hospitalizations. 

In this case, the wife of the applicant tried to 
argue on appeal that her husband gave the nurse a 
complete history, but the nurse failed to record all 
the details. The Appellate Court felt it was important 
that the decedent signed an affidavit at the bottom 
of the application indicating that the application 
was complete and true. The lesson to be learned 
from this case is that it is important to be 
completely forthright and honest when filling out a 
life insurance application or health insurance 
application. Misrepresentations can be used by the 
company later as a basis to deny any claim that is 
made.

'‘Impostors’ is old-fashioned comedy 


Movie is a return to the screwball farces of the 1930s

This has been a good year 
for old-fashioned filmmaking. 
“Titanic” was a modern 
version of the old Cecil B. 
DeMille extravaganzas, “The 
Spanish Prisoner” could easily 
have-been a lost film of 
Hitchcock, and now “‘The — 
Impostors,” an unapologetic 
return to the farces and 
screwball comedies of the 
1930’s. 

While the film does not 
approach the quality of 
“Bringing Up Baby” or the 
Marx Brothers (or even the 
Ritz Brothers, for that 
matter), it is an entertaining, 
unpretentiously silly farce, and 
a lot of fun for anyone in the 
right mood. 

Anyone fortunate enough to 
have seen Stanley Tucci’s 
sweet film Bie Nhe will be 
pleased to see him back as the 
writer/director/star of this 
film. But while that film was a 
more subtle, tender story, this 
farce starts out broad and just 
gets wilder as it goes on. 

It’s not a straight-ahead 
reproduction of the Marx 
Brothers, as the little-known 
and underappreciated 1992 
comedy ‘‘Brain Donors,” but it 
is in the same vein. 

Tucci co-stars with that 
reliable character actor, Oliver 
Platt (‘‘Flatliners,”

“Bulworth,” “Dangerous 
Beauty’”’). The movie's first, 
best scene shows Tucci and 
Platt sitting in an outdoor 
cafe, at different tables. 
Perhaps the first 15 minutes of 
the movie are silent, as Tucci 
and Platt pe the sugar, 
annoy each other with cigar 
smoke, flirt with the same 
woman. 

The growing argument 
between them — entirely 
communicated by their 


movements and expressions — 
grows more heated, until the 
two pull out knives and 
grapple in a fight to the death. 
Finally, to the horror of the 
bystanders, one kills the other 
and runs off. 

Yes, it is a comedy, and no, 
don’t worry. Tucci and Platt, 
are two actors who have been 
reduced by starvation to being 
con men, and this their free 
meal. But the two fail even at 
being good con men — they

can’t remember who’s 
supposed to die that day — 
and they can’t get acting jobs 
either. During one audition, 
the director (an unbilled 
Woody Allen) gets a call 
saying that his wife is leaving 
him, with the play’s funding. 

A backfired con in a bakery 
shop turns out to be a blessing 
in disguise, as they don’t get 
any food, but they get free 
tickets to see that night’s 
performance of “Hamlet,” 
starring renowned actor 
Jeremy Burntom (Alfred 
Molina). Mocking the actor in 
a bar afterwards, they find 
themselves in a fight and on 
the lam. 

They hide in a crate for the 
night, but wake up on board an 
ocean liner that contains an 
eccentric crowd of kings, 
suicidal comedians, terrorists, 
and none other than Burntom. 

Enlisting the help of a kind 
stewardess (Lili Taylor), they 
try to pose as stewards while 
avoiding eye contact with the 
vengeful actor, reuniting loved 
ones, and stopping a 
kidnapping and a conspiracy. 

This is broad farce, perfect 
for anyone who loves the 
unjaded and pure silliness of 
1930's comedies.

shows he can follow through;

performer, and his turn as the 
principal struggling for two 
souls anchors the story. But 
myriad smaller roles make 
“American History X” even 
stronger. 

Beverly D'Angelo shows nice 
depth as the frail widow Doris 
Vinyard. Jennifer Lien is 
memorable as the boys’ sister, 
Davin, and Ethan Suplee is 
intimidating as Seth, the giant 
neo-Nazi who idolizes Derek. 
Keach, of course, is great as 
usual. His age-mottled racist 
conveys both regular-guy 
normalcy and on-the-edge 
lunacy. And Elliott Gould 
makes a welcome appearance 
as a Jewish teacher who tries 
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to date Doris, with disastrous 
recults, 

There is, however, one 
niggling narrative gap: Derek 
seems to have converted too 
easily. Yes, Sweeney’s pull is 
strong, and yes, prison can be 
a persuader, but to see Derek 
grapple with it more would 
have rung truer. 

The editing, despite the 
director's objections, is 
impressive, Transitions 
between past and present, 
color and black-and-white, are 
seamless and explore the roots 
of Derek’s hate, Sometimes the 
flashbacks are longer than the 
“present” — an engaging 
narrative weave that lends 
unease, but rarely confusion, 
to the film. , 

Politically, “American 
History X,” with its 
well-executed links between 
subtle and overt racism, is a 
racial polemic, Artistically, it’s 
a film to remember.
